Dr. Webster, who was driving on 
Embarcadero toward the airport 
where he planned to take up his own 
plane, saw the crash, ran to the 
wreckage and extinguished flames 
starting on the engine cowling by 
using wet earth ploughed up by the 
crashed plane. 

Attaches from the airport arriv- 
ed moments later and cut into the 
smashed cockpit to remove the un- 
conscious McWard, who was taken 
to Palo Alto hospital. 

CONDITION IMPROVES

The Week In Menlo Park Traffic

Finally Bollens made the state- 
ment that the time had probably 
come in California when population 
density should be the standard for 
requiring by court order that an 
area either incorporate or secure 
annexation to an existing city. While 
this proposal might be considered 
rather severe in some quarters, it 
is the only realistic way.in which 
these areas can be put on a self- 
supporting basis and taken fully off 
of the backs of city taxpayers. 

We have in our own area a com- 
munity between Willow Road and 
San Francisquito Creek that has 
adequate resources for incorporation 
as a separate municipality, and will 
eventually end up as a separate 
city anyway. 

It should not be too distant a 
period in the future when a sep- 
arate city would be feasible back 
of the Alameda de las Pulgas. Cer-

We hope the optimism will be borne out. There has beer 
some strong feeling among city officials because of the in- 
dction.

INDIVIDUAL TAX LOAD IS LIGHT 


By using a formula that’s a bit different in figuring such 
matters, the San Francisco Bay Area Council, Inc., has shown 
that so far as cost of city government is concerned there’s-no 
better place on the Peninsula in which to live than Menlo Park. 

The council computed that if that famed and mythical 
gentlemen, Mr. Average Citizen, dug into his pocket for an 
equal share instead of paying for city government by property 
taxes, grants, state hand-downs, traffic fines, license fees, etc., 
it would have cost him $9.66 in Menlo Park in 1948. 

That’s the lowest figure on the Peninsula, the council re- 
ports, and the second lowest in the entire Bay area. Only Her- 
cules, in Contra Costa County, can make any claims over 
Menlo Park. The per capita cost there was $9.62. And the 
average for the Bay area was $30.33. The costs ranged up to 
$111.82 in San Francisco, because entire cost of the county 
government is included with that of the city. 

The council had something else nice to say about Menlo 
Park. It found that in 1948 it was one of 15 cities in the entire 
area that had no charges or interest on debts and the only 
Peninsula city in that category.
